The Manning Helapse. 


Better to be born lucky than rich. 
Mr. Cleveland was not born rich, but 
he certainly is lucky. His last piece of 
good luck is the retirement ‘from his 
Cabinet of Secretary Manning. That 
officer and Uhited States Treasurer 
Jordan have concluded to go back 
again into the banking business, from 
which they were taken two or three 
years ago and put in charge of the na- 
tional finances. Neither of those gen- 
tlemen has ever manifested any com- 
prehension of his duty to the public, 
but each has run his office solely in the 
interest of the national banks. So 
completely has Wall street controlled 
them that serious talk has been in- 
dulged in ot impeaching Mr. Manning. 
But that extreme measure will not have 
to be resorted to now to get rid of them, 
for Manning is to be president and 
Jordan vice-president of a large new 
concern, to be known as the Western 
National Bank of New York city. A 
very proper move this, since both have 
shown themselves to be much more 
familiar with the operations of na- 
tional banks than with the business of 
the United States Treasury. 

Mr. Cleveland has doubtless discov- 
ered—though he was late about it— 
that his administration was drifting to- 


ward a dangerous shore. In this stage 


of our Republic no administration can, 
with impunity, ignore the interests of 
the people and throw itself lovingly into 
the embrace of monopolizing corpora- 
tions, and Mr Cleveland seéms to have 
waked up to that fact. The only time 
during his occupancy of the Presiden- 
tial chair that the Treasury Depart- 
ment has been run in pursuance of law 
and in the interests of the people was 
while Mr. Manning happened to be ab- 
sent from his post, by reason of sick- 
ness, and the office was temporarily in 
charge of Assistant Secretary Fair- 
childs. 

By the retirement of these men Wall 
street will lose a couple of powerful 
auxiliaries, but no doubt it will 
make strenuous efforts to secure for 
their successors like superserviceable 
agents. In this, however, Wall street 
will be likely to meet with disappoint- 
ment, for if Mr. Cleveland were dis- 
posed to listen again to their dictation, 
he would find it exceedingly difficult to 
select two other men of equal genius in 
national bank affairs to occupy the 
two highest offices in the fiscal depart- 
ment of the Government. But it is not 
to be supposed that Mr. Cleveland will 
be willing, at this time, to wreck his 
administration upon an absurd and 
indefensible financial policy. 
national banks are contending with all 
their power against a reduction of the 
national debt, and against a cancella- 
tion of the bonds held by themselves as 
security for their circulation; but the 
interests of the people plainly demand 
such reduction, and an appropriation 
of the immense surplus in the Treasury 
to lighten their burdens. The law, no 
less than the public welfare, requires 
this, and when Mr. Manning and Mr. 
Jordan are out of the way the law will 
probably be executed.

Los Angeles is more favorably situ- 
ated in reference to water communica- 
tion than nine tenths of the great capi- 
tals and cities of Europe. The fact of 
her being just a little back from the 
sea is really no disadvantage. If she 
has a harbor convenient, that is all 
that is needed for commercial advan- 
tages. Her situation in some respects 
is even better than that of San Fran- 
cisco. In reference to railroad commu- 
nication it is certainly better, as shown 
by the competition already existing 
here, and which our sister city of the 
north does not enjoy. Back of San 
Francisco is the immense Sierra Ne- 
vada range, always snow clad, and so 


of forty or fifty miles of snow sheds, In 
point of climate there is no comparison 
between the two places; but we are dis- 
cussing the matter of business facili- 
ties, and we can see no reason to dis- 
parage Los Angeles. Even London, 
the greatest city of the world, 
is approached no nearer by sea- 
going vessels than the London docks, 
which are situated almost as far away 
from the city of London as Ballona is 
from Los Angeles. A very marked 
advantage which London has always 
enjoyed over actual sea ports is her ex- 
emption from attacks by water, and 
Los Angeles enjoys a like immunity. 
There is no reason in the nature of 
things why Los Angeles should not be- 
come, in the near future, a most im- 
portant commercial center. We would 
not say one word in disparagement of 
San Francisco, or San Diego; but our 
situation, surroundings and prospects 
are such as to warrant the assumption 
that this is to be one of the important 
cities of the land.

THE TRADE DOLLAR BILL. 


Features of the Measure as Passed 
by the House. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The following is the text of 
the Trade Dollar Bill as it passed the House: 
That for a period of six months after the 
passage of this act United States trade dol- 
lars if not defaced, mutilated or stamped, 
shall be received at the office of the as- 
urer or any Assistant Treasurer the 
United States in exchange for a like 
amount, dollar for dollar, of standard silver 
dollars or subsidiary coins of the United 
States; that the trade dollars received by, 
paid to or deposited with the Treasurer or 
any Assistant Treasurer or national depos- 
itary of the United States, shall not be paid 
out orin any other manner issued; but at 
the expense of the United States —4 shall 
be transmitted to the coinage mints and 
coined into standard silver dollars or sub- 
sidiary coin at the discretion of the Treas- 
ury; provided that trade dollars received 
under this act shall not be counted as 
of the silver bullion pur 
chased and coined into silver dollars by the

work of hocing easy. But the intro- 
duction of the improved cultivator re- 
sulted in the abolition of the hand hoe 
from the corn-field. 
That the judicious use of the hand 
_, hoe will greatly increase the yield of 
corn is shown by numerous reports. 
Almost every y:ar the national depart 
ment of agriculture credits Maine with 
producing more corn per acre than any 
of the western states. The soil of the 
state is v r and the climate un- 
favorable to the crop. But all the land 
1 to corn is worked with the hand 
As the corn-fields are small and 
the ground generally abounds in small 
stones, the planter and riding cultivator 
ean not be used to advantage. A culti- 
vator drawn by one horse, a light plow, 
or narrow harrow is run between the 
rows to kill the weeds and loosen the 
soil, while the hoe is employed to work 
tho ground immediately about the stalks 
of corn. Corn in gardens generally 
yields twice as much as in fields, for the 
reason that it is tended with the hand. 
hoe. The farmers who compete for the 
corn premiums at our state and county 
fairs use the hoe as well as the horse 
cultivator in tending thé crop. They 
are not satisfied with.the work done 
with riding cultivators. They use them, 
but they do not expect that they will do 
all the work required. The hand hoe is 
used in connection with them. 

‘he hoe should be used in tending a 
crop of corn before the cultivator is 
brought into the field. As soon as the

at the rows can be clearly seen, men 
should go through the field and inspect 

the condition of every hill. In man 

’ gases bits of stone, pieces of turf, an 
hard earth will be found lying above 
the spot where the seed was dropped. 
If sprouts are visible they do not appear 
in an upright condition.

Some hills, perhaps a majority of them, 

will require no special attention. 

It is not hard work to go over a field 
of corn in this way. Persons too old or 
too young to perform ‘ee! field 
labor can engage in it. If for any 
cause the team is disabled or engaged 
in other work, the ordinary field hands 
can use the hoe for the purposes named. 
If the yield of corn can be increased 10 
94 cent by using the hoe in advance of 

o cultivator, there will be economy 
in hiring extra help at the time when 
the corn is coming up. To insure the 
largest crop of corn possible, the hoe 
should be used in connection with the 

‘ cultivator during the entire growing 
season. The improved cultivator can 
be relied on to keep the soil between 
the hills in good condition, but it will 
not work the soil in the hill itself. It is 
not aoe the case that weeds ap- 
pear in hills, to the great damage of the 
corn crop, when there are ngne be- 
tween the rows. Sometimes the culti- 
vator throws pieces of turf or hard 
earth against the young stalks of corn, 
and when this is the case they should 

bo removed by the hand hoe before they 
have cansed serious damage. It is a

vator, and to repair any damage it 


To insure work and ease in 
handling, the hoe used for this puree 
should be kept sharp and clean. Hoes 
are generally well polished when they 
are bought, and by taking suitable pains 
they can be kept in this condition till 
they are worn out. They should be 
thoroughly cleaned at the end of each 
day’s work, dried, and oiled. When 
not in use they should be kept under 
cover, as scythes and other cutting im-

r eharpening hoes as scythes. e 
latter are —. for cuttin 7 and 
weeds above the surface of the ground, 
and the former for cutting them below 
the surface.

The Manning Relapse. 


Better to be born lucky than rich. 
Mr: Cleveland was not born rich, but 
he certainly is lucky. His last piece of 
good luck is the retirement ‘from his 
Cabinet of Secretary Manning. That 
officer and United States Treasurer 
Jordan have concluded to go back 
again into the banking business, from 
which they were taken two or three 
years ago and put in charge of the na- 
tional finances. Neither of those gen- 
tlemen has ever manifested any com- 
prehension of his duty to the public, 
but each has run his office solely in the 
interest of the national banks. So 
completely has Wall street controlled 
them that serious talk has been in- 
dulged in of impeachiug Mr. Manning. 
But that extreme measure will not have 
yto be resorted to now to get rid of them, 
for Manning is to be president and 
Jordan vice-president of a large new 
concern, to be known as the Western 
National Bank of New York city. A 
very proper move this, since both have 
shown themselves to be much more 
familiar with the operations of na- 
tional banks than with the business of 
the United States Treasury. 

Mr. Cleveland has doubtless discov- 
ered—though he was late about it— 
that his administration was drifting to- 
ward a dangerous shore. In this stage 
of our Republic no administration can, 
with impunity, ignore the interests of 
the people and throw itself lovingly into 
the embrace of monopolizing corpora- 
tions, and Mr Cleveland seéms to have 
waked up to that fact. The only time 
during his occupancy of the Presiden- 
tial chair that the Treasury Depart- 
ment has been run in pursuance of law 
and in the interests of the people was 
while Mr. Manning happened to be ab- 
sent from his post, by reason of sick- 
ness, and the office was temporarily in 
charge of Assistant Secretary Fair- 
childs. 

By the retirement of these men Wall 
street will lose a couple of powerful 
auxiliaries, but no doubt it will 
make strenuous efforts to secure for 
their successors like superserviceable 
agents. In this, however, Wall street 
will be likely to meet with disappoint- 
ment, for if Mr. Cleveland were dis- 
posed to listen again to their dictation, 
he would find it exceedingly difficult to 
select two other men of equal genius in 
national bank affairs to occupy the 
two highest offices in the fiscal depart- 
ment of the Government. But it is not 
to be supposed that Mr. Cleveland will 
be willing, at this time, to wreck his 
administration upon an absurd and 
indefensible financial policy. 
national banks are contending with all 
their power against a reduction of the 
national debt, and against a cancella- 
tion of the bonds held by themselves as 
security for their circulation; but the 
interests of the people plainly demand 
such reduction, and an appropriation 
of the immense surplus iu the Treasury 
to lighten their burdens. The law, no 
less than the public welfare, requires 
this, and when Mr. Manning and Mr. 
Jordan are out of the way the law will 
probably be executed. 


Verbum Sat. 


Los Angeles is more favorably situ- 
ated in reference to water communica- 
tion than nine tenths of the great capi- 
tals and cities of Europe. The fact of 
her being just a little back from the 
sea is really no disadvantage. If she 
has a-harbor convenient, that is all 
that is needed for commercial advan- 
tages. Her situation in some respects 
is even better than that of San Fran- 
cisco. In reference to railroad commu- 
nication it is certainly better, as shown 
by the competition already existing 
here, and which our sister city of the 
north does not enjoy. Back of San 
Francisco is the immense Sierra Ne- 
vada range, always snow clad, and so 
high as to necessitate the constant use 
of forty or fifty miles of snow sheds, In 
point of climate there is no comparison 
between the two places; but we are dis- 
cussing the matter of business facili- 
ties, and we can see no reason to dis- 
parage Los Angeles. Even London, 
the greatest city of the world, 
is approached no nearer by sea- 
going vessels than the London docks, 
which are situated almost as far away 
from the city of London as Ballona is 


advantage which London has always 
enjoyed over actual sea ports is her ex- 
emption from attacks by water, and 
Los Angeles enjoys a like immunity. 
There is no reason in the nature of 
things why Los Angeles should not be- 
come, in the near future, a most im- 
portant commercial center. We would 
not say one word in disparagement of 
San Francisco, or San Diego; but our 
situation, surroundings and prospects 
are such as to warrant the assumption 
that this is to be one of the important 
cities of the land. 

Only a day or two ago, the cars came 
into Sacramento from the lower sierras 
with a good foot in depth of snow 
on their roofs, and the east-bound 
overland train was held at Colfax im- 
prisoned by snow; while the west- 
bound passenger trains were held at 
Cisco from the same cause, and were 
detained manyhours. On Monday last 
a hundred men were ‘sent from Sacra- 
mento up on the line to shovel snow, 
so formidable was the task of digging 
out.“ While we commiserate those who 
were snow-bound, we cannot but con- 
gratulate. others who are fortunate 
enough to select a route of travel where 
no such interruption can occur. True, 
we have washouts on our southern 
lines, but they are trifles compared with 
snow blockades and the attendant dis- 
comfoMs of detention in the rigorous 
sierras.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 19.—{By the Associ- 
ated Press.]

+ MONEY HAS BEEN OFFERED ME 
nearly every day during the session to 
raise bills on the file.

RUSSIA’S ATTITUDE.

No one who has lis- 
tened to the testimony can doubt for a mo- 
ment that Lester was helping the Confed- 
erates. It will be seen that plaintiff was a 
‘slave owner, that he was eugaged in the 
manufacture of arms for the Confederacy, 
and that when he was arrested he had in his

THE GUERILLAS’ DEN. 


A Kentucky Cave Used as a Hiding- 
place During the War. 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.), Feb. 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Courier-Journal’s 
special from Sharpe, Marshall county, in 
the southwestern part of the State, relates 
the discovery of a large cave by two young 
men, while engaged in preparing a piece of 
land for a crop. A partial exploration de- 
veloped the fact that the cave was made up 


of many rooms of great extent. A com- 


plete exploration will be impossible until 
certain large rocks are blasted or broken 
away. In one of the chambers there were 
found two human skeletons and about $600 
in gold and silver coin, and a quantity of 
silverware. This newly-found cave is be- 
lieved to have been the hiding-place, during 
the late war, of the band of guerilles known 
as “Bloody Bill Brady’s Gang.” These 
marauders were attacked near Benton, | 
Marshall county, in 1864, and all but two 
were killed. These two escaped, and going, 
as it is thought, to this cave, os over 
the division of the spoils of the gang, and 
following their murderous. bent, shot and 
killed each other. Steps will be taken for 
a further investigation.

THE SOIL OF IRELAND. 


Ex-Congressman Finerty Submits a 
Few Interesting Facts. 
[Chicago Citizen.) 

There is fully five times as much 
waste land in Ireland as there is in 
IIlinois and Iowa combined, but almost 
every acre of this waste land is capable 
of improvement. Land that is natu- 
ally barren in America generally 
remains barren forever. Owing tothe 
extreme dryness of this climate, the 
a soils can very rarely be improved. 

undreds of thousands of acres in the 
Eastern States, that were once culti- 
vated, have been abandoned and 
allowed to become forest once more. 
But in Ireland almost every inch of 
dry land can be improved and made 
permanent fertile, because there 
almost moisture. This 
moisture on fp thought to be one 
great drawbacks of Ireland, 
whereas it is one of its greatest ad- 
vantages. It is that moisture that 
causes some of the thin soils of Clare, 
Galway and other counties to produce 
grass of the very finest quality, on 
which more sheep and cattle can be 
fattened than on the 1 loams of 
Illinois or Iowa. As for green crops, 
the 8 of turnips, carrots, beets, 
can be pr uced off an acre 
land would seem almost 
meredible to American farmers. It 
may be said that extreme moisture of 
the Irish climate must forever prevent 
it from being much of a wheat-pro- 
gp country. This isso; but grass 
n crops are infinitely more 
Pate le than wheat or corn. As many 
cattle could be fattened from one acre 
of good Irish turnips as from three 
acres of Indian corn, and there is 
hardly an acre in Ireland on which 
either turnips or some other kind of 
ncrops cannot be raised in abun- 
ance.

TO INCUR INDEBTEDNESS. 


A Following or AI Importance to Citi 

of Assembly Bill 
817, by Mr. Weber on 
the 28th ult., and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Municipal Corporations. It 
will be seen that it is of great im- 
portance to cities. Assemblyman Knox 
suggests in a letter to Toe Tuts that 
if Los Angeles gets no legislation on 
her charter, this bill may benefit her. 
He asks its publication for public 
criticism: 

AN ACT 


Authorizing the incurring of indebted- 


ness cities incorporated under 

laws of this State. 

The P of the State of California, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 

‘SECTION 1. Any city in ted 


under any law of this State may incur 

— for any of the objects or 

ry K which eities are incorpor- 

provi by section eighteen of 

ated. eleven the Coustitution, and 
as herein required. 

Sec. 2. The objects and purposes for 
which the indebtedness is proposed to 
be incurred must be specifically set 
forth by ordinance, duly p and 
approved by the legislative or govern- 
ing branch of the city government, at 
least fifteen days before submittin —— 
question of incurring the indeb 
to the electors of such city. Said 
ordinance shall recite that the incurring 
of P indebtedness for the objects 
and purposes named is deemed, 
by the authorities enacting the same a 
public necessity, and must specify the 
amount estimated, by the authorities 


passing said ordinance, necessary to 


incurred. Said ordinance must also 
provide that interest-bearing bonds of 
such city shall be issued, as evidence 
of such indebtedness, upon the incur- 
ring of the same; that said bonds must 
bear interest at a rate to be named > 
said ordinance, not to exceed 5 
centum per annum, payable annua b, 
semi-annually, or quarterly, as shall be 
stated in said ordinance, and must 
specify the time and times at which, 
within twenty years after incurring 
said indebtedness, said bonds shall be 
redeemed, ahd the several sums or 
amounts that will be so redeemed at the 
several times stated. Said ordinance 
must also provide the mode, time and 
manner of submitting the question of 
incurring said indebtedness to a vote 
of the electors, and the time and man- 
ner of holding the election and of 
voting for and against the incurring of 
the indebtedness; and the ordinance 
must be passed and approved, as all 
— of such city are required to 
be passed and approved; — meg the 
manner of holding said e ection, can- 
vassing the returns, and declaring the 
result, shall be had, conducted, and 
made, as far as racticable, in con- 
formity with the laws governing city 
elections for the election of the city 
officers of the city 8 to incur 
said indebtedness, and by like officers 
to be appointed and designated in said 
ordinance. 

Sec. 8. Said ordinance shall be pub- 
lished once each day for ten days next 
before the election, holidays excepted, 
in some newspaper published in such 
city; and, in case two-thirds the elect- 
ors of said ci , voting at said election, 
shall vote in favor of incurring said in- 
debtedness, and the result thereof is 
80 declared, the city authorities pass- 
ing said ordinance shall incur the in- 
debtedness on behalf of the city, and

of the city require, dispose of the 
bonds of said city, at not less than 
their face value, in United States gold 
coin, and shall apply the proceeds to and 
for the objects and purposes in said ordin- 
ance specified.

A Fine Letter from Bil Nie—A Visit 
to the United States Treasury—

I spent a summer some years ago in 
the Yosemite Valley—that Wonder- 
land of California, where one would 
think that all the fairies and the water 
nymphs had been at work for ages, 
We had our camp for atime on the 
beautiful banks of the Merced River, 
in the shade of tall trees. The grass 
grew green here, and the loveliest of 
wild flowers were everywhere to be 


seen, and not far from us were the bu 


Yosemite Falls, and the grand walls of 
the valley, rising 4000 and 5000 feet 
above our heads. We were wakened 
by bird song every morning, such a 
grand choir of birds as no one ever 
heard except in the woods. And the 
pretty Douglas squirrel was there, too, 
home in the trees where the nats 
grew plentifully. He has a _— tail 
of silvery hue, that we could see flash- 
ing in and out amid the boughs, as he 
stirred himself to gather the nuts for 
his breakfast and for that of his little 
ones.

There was one lady in the camp who 
was very fair, with blue eyes and very 
light golden hair. She had a beautiful 
complexion, too, with soft, pink cheeks 
and white forehead. Our Indian vis- 
itor seemed to be charmed with her, 
and watched her v closely. While 
she was doing so the ady got up and 
bathed her face in the bright tin basin,

“GREAT GENERALS, 


NAPOLEON, VON MOLTKE AND 
GRANT COMPARED. 


Napoleon Concentrated His Armies; 
Von Moltke Was a Man of Details, 
Grant’s Characteristic Was His 
Faith in His Men. 


_ (New York Tribune.) 
I never knew a man who could tell 
what he knew any better than Gen. W. 
T. Sherman can. When I was in Wash- 
ington I never failed to be present at a 
public hearing on military matters if 


„Gen. Sherman was to make a stutement 


or be examined. That which in the 
mouth of almost any other officer of the 
army would be bald details and confus- 
ing figures, became in his as interest- 
— * a popular lecture. And in pri- 
vate conversation he is equally as en- 
tertaining, especially when the topic is 
the army, or the mi heroes of this 
and other lands. 
I find in my note-book an entry made 
in the spring of 1880, which was re- 
called by reading the recent speech of 
Count von Moltke in favor of increas- 
ing the already enormous army of 
Germany, and the comments of the 
American and foreign press upon it. 
I spent an hour one evening in a small 
company, of which Gen. Sherman was 
one, and where by general consent he 
had been allowed to do most of the 
talking. He began by comparing the 
military abilities of, Napoleon, Von 
Moltke and Grant, and said in sub- 
stance: 
NATOLON's PROMINENT CHARACTER- 
ISTIC 
was his intellect. Asa a soldier his 
strength lay in his power of — 4 
ance and concentration. He knew his 
— and his men thoroughly. He 
new just what they could accomplish 
and what he had a right to reasonably 
expect of them. He knew just how 
long it would take a body of troops to 
go from one point to another, and he 
would order them from widely different 
stations, and would plan their arrival 
ata given place so accurately as to 
make his combinations irresistible. He 
was like a lens which brings the rays of 
light together at one point. 

“Napoleon ought to have won the 
battle oP Waterloo, and would have 
done so if it had been fought on an 
open field and if the allies had not been 
on the defensive. If it had been an 
equal contest, or one in which the allies 
had made the attack on Napoleon, he 
would have got upon their flank, cut 
their lines of communication, and 
whipped Wellin Napoleon did 
not understand the English character; 
he did not know how stolid and sullenly 
stubborn the English soldiers could be. 
The Germans and others whom he had 
fought generally became panic-stricken 
before him. He did not I * that 
anything could resist the Old Guard 
when they made a charge. 

“VON MOLTKE 

is a man of entirely different genius. 
He has an infinite knowledge of de- 
tails. He knows how many people 
there are in every part of Europe; how 
many horses, cattle, pigs and chickens 
they have; where all the roads and 
their conditions at different seasons of 
the year; all the rivers and best places 
to ford them; where all the bridges 
are, and whether they are of stone, iron 
or wood. He knows his army as thor- 
8 as he does the country, and it is 
to his ability to put this knowledge to 
use that he owes his suceess. 

Some one in the company asked Gen. 
Sherman if hechought that if Napoleon 
-was alive today (1880) he could organ- 
ize a French. army that could whip 
Prussia. He replied: “I think he 
could, but he would need three or four 
years todoitin. An effective army of 
about 350,000 men would be required 
and to command it Napoleon would 
a to create thirteen first-class gen- 
erals. 


OF GEN. GRANT, 

Gen. Sherman said: IIis distinguish- 
ing characteristic is his unbounded 
faith in his ultimate success. I never 
saw anything like it. If Gen. Grant 
was to have an arm and a leg shot off 
and a bullet through his y, and 
should be lying helpless on the battle- 
field, he would still fully expect to get 
up, mount his horse and win the day. 
And such absolute belief in ultima 
suctess insures it. 

A prominent Republican statesman 
who was present said that, as much as 
he admired Gen. Grant’s military gen- 
ius, he believed that history would not 
record unqualified approval of that 
General's campaign from the Rappa- 
hannock to the James. It was beyond 
all precedent 2 campaign—need- 
leesly so. The battles of the Wilder- 
ress and Cold Harbor were terrible 
affairs. The losses in that campaign 
he believed, were greater than those of 
Napoleon in his disasterous winter re- 
treat from Moscow. With Norfolk 
and Fortress Monroe and Newport 
News in our undisputed possession, on 
the south, and with such a navy as we 
had, Gen. Grant . to have accomp- 
lished what he did without the enor- 
mous losses that he sustained. . 

GEN. SHERMAN DEFENDED GEN. GRANT 
and said: The slaughter was great, 
but it was necessary. Most of it ought 
to have taken place during the two pre- 
vious years. n. Grant was unfortu- 
nate in falling heir to the blunders of 
his predecessors, and in having to pay 
the penalty of those blunders.’ 
e newspapers of the country were 
just at that time full of reports and 
comments upon the eg out- 
e upon the colored et, Whit- 
taker, at West Point, and many 
Republican journals were unsparing in 
their criticisms of Gen. Schofield, then 
superintenient of the Military Acad- 
emy, and Recorder Sears, of the mili- 
tary court that examined the Whitta- 
ker case. Gen. Sherman spoke with 
much severity of the course of the Re- 
publican press, and d: “Of what 
value is reputation in this country? 
Here is Schofield; who has been an 
Abolitionist all his life, and yet in the 
‘present unnecessary excitement he is 
charged with being a Southern sympa- 
thizer, and most people believe it.“ 

Of Recorder Sears he said: He is 
an-excellent officer and a most honor- 
able gentleman. When we were at 
Vicksburg in 1868, President Lincoln 
sent down word that if we would select 
some boys from the army he would ap- 
point them to West Point in the place 
of those who should have come from 
the Southern States then in rebellion.

A BOY ON THE WAR-PATH. 
Santiago MeKin Tells of his Life Among 
the Apaches. 


er McKin is probably the only 
11-year-old lad in America wits has been 
on a scalping tour with a party of hos- 
tile Indians, writes a Deming, New 
Mexico, correspondent of the New York 
Sun. He has just left this town for his 
home, in company with his father, after 
a crptivity of seven months in the 
Apache camp. When Geronimo and 
his band surrendered the other day, the 
soldiers were surprised to find a white 
boy with them who could speak no En- 
glish, though bearing unmistakable 
traces of Celtic parentage. On securing 
an interpreter it was found that the lit- 
tle fellow could talk Spanish quite fluent- 
ly, and by this means his story was ob- 
tained. | 

Santiago's father is an Irishman, who 
owns a ranch onthe Mimbres, three 
miles from San Lorenzo, and his moth- 
er is a Mexican woman. On the 11th 
of last September he and an older broth- 
er were some distance from their home, 
and in ignorance of the presence of In- 
dians, when a rifle-shot alarmed them. 
Looking up — saw six Indians ap- 
proaching rapidly. Santiago’s brother 
was killed at the next fire, ‘but the boy 
escaped unhurt, only to be taken prison- 
er. The bucks threatened to cut him 
up, but on the intercession of one of 
their number he was turned over to the 
care of the squaws, who followed in the 
rear of the war party. 

From that time on the boy was in no 
danger of death, but all winter and un- 
til two weeks ago he was compelled to 
keep up with the hostiles in their rapid 
movements from place to place, and 
was an eye-witness to more than yee | 
murders. When the savages took §anti- 
ago in charge they were on their way 
north: That evening they met a Mexi- 
can on the highway, whom they killed, 
andthe next day they surprised two 
wood-choppers, killing one. The other 
escaped, and the Indians hunted for him 
for hours without success. As the sav- 
ages proceeded they would fire their 
rifles into the houses that they came 
across, and frequently would set them 
on fire, but in most cases the inhabi- 
tants had fled. When white men were 
seen and they were to be killed the 
squaws would hide where they could ob- 
serve what was going on. Some of the 
victims were butéhered in the most 
cowardly manner, after the warriors had 
made protestations of frienaship, and in 
4 all cases their bodies were muti- 

ted 


ated.

They were accustomed to find e 
President in an upper room, where 
the tall south windows sent in long 
breadths of sunshine, but his 
big was always drawn 
close to the large wood fire.” As 
Jackson talked with the child’s father 
he would keep her by him, his hand on 
her head. Sometimes, Mrs. Fremont 
writes, ‘forgetting me, in the interest 
of discussion, his long, bony fingers 
took an unconscious erip,“ but she had 
been trained not to wince or show pain 
even if Gen. Jackson twisted her curls 
alittle too vigorously. This descrip- 
tion of the stern old soldier-President, 
seated in a rude old-fashioned rocking- 
chair in the White House, with the 
child by him, while he discussed men 
and affairs with the Missouri Senator, 
brief as it is, is a picture. All through 
her book, Mrs. Fremont. with uncon- 
scious art, draws such pictures as this, 
and sometimes in a single sentence 
she touches her subject so deftly that 
the result is a portrait. 

Mrs. Fremont begins her book with 
an account of the isco wedding, at 
which, although she was only 14, she 
was one of the bridesmaids, with Mr. 
Buchanan as her attendant groom.

„White, face and brilliant hollow eyes 
startled one; Central America Ste- 
phens,’’ for a Panama business talk. 
and then in his quick, boyish way de- 
manding tea and much cake, and tell- 
ing us we must be very good to him, as 


he was to be sent, to the Isthmas to die 
as he did —and Judge Black, who 
had a rough wit, but kind nature,” and 
who once said to Mrs. Fremont, re- 
ferring to her numerous : 
Four geese are all swans.“ During 
Pierce’s administration the Benton 
mansion was destroyed by fire, includ- 
ing a part of the manuscript of Mr. 
Banton’s Thirty Years’ View.” 
Among the most. delightful bits in 
Mrs. Fremont’s book are her penc 
sketches of the prominent women of 
her time. She knéw three women in 
their old age, each of whom had 1 * 
talents entrusted to her and long life 
and conspicuous position in which to 
use them. One of these was Mrs. 
Madison. Her crowning talent, Mrs. 
Fremont says, was her c of mun- 
ners—what the French call courtaisie de 
cocur—as well as the courtesy of form. 
Her Lonsiderate, happy manner out- 
lasted time and change and many 
troubles and made her house in Wash- 
ington a place where strangers and 
residents went with pleasure—a 
‘shabby house, and the tall, handsome 
old lady in shabby old gowns of velvet 
or b e, nowise altered -from the 
fashion of her days of power’—but 
still handsome, majestic and simply 
dignified. Another was Mrs. Ham- 
ilton— a very small, upright little 
figure in deep black, never altered 
from the time her dark hair 
was first framed in by the widow’s 
cap, until now the hair was white as 
the cap! ho found in her own sorrow 
and her own os children the 
motive for a life which should lift 
neglect and sorrow from tho s of 
children. The third was a woman 
whose talent was in a napkin—Mrs. 
Crugar. Her husband had made a 
fortune as a contractor for building 
the National road—the broad, mac- 
adamized turnpike from Washington 
to Wheeling. She was accustomed to 
spend her winters in Washington, driv- 
ing from her home near Wheeling in a 
coach-and-four. When Jessie Benton 
was a 38-year-old child she was seized 
with a violent attack of croup while 
the Benton er A was on the 
way from Washington to St. 
Louis on the National road. So 
violent was it that the child’s 
father turned off the highway into 
the nearest house; which happened to 
be Mrs. Crugar’s. The woman saved 
the child’s life, and thus established a 
claim to the attentions of the Benton 
household whenever she was in Wash- 
ington. She was a woman who had a 
very clear mind and was remarkably’ 
well read, but was “‘singularly without 
any sympathies. When Mrs. Fremont 
was at Wheeling with her husband in 
the early days of the war, she recalled 
the woman who had performed such 
signal service for her in her childhood, 
and to her surprise learned, upon in- 
quiry, that Mre. Crugar was still living, 
as clear-headed as ever, though quite 
100 years old. In a well-built house of 
dressed stone, very large and solid, with 
the usual detached kitchen and long 
row of ne quarters—all the roads 
and paths leading to it lost in the un- 
checked growth of many years—the old 


lady lived, entirely alone, even the serv- 
ants being locked out at sunset. Mrs. 
Fremont determined to visit her, and 


rode out to her house, accompanied b 
the General and attended by a guard. 
In a large eqn? f lined with books, 
she found the ol iady who had saved 
her life as a baby, who still knew her 
perfectly, and all about her, and why 
armed men attended her on her visit. 
She had in her hand a volume of the 
Spectator, which, she said, was writ-« 
ing she liked—her old books were 
the only kind she cared for. Her dress, 
like her books, was old, but of the 
best, for she was carefully arrayed in 
rich black satin, with a cap of beautiful 
old yellowed lace, and the inevitable 
false hair, dark, was framed in with 
rich lace quillings. Her age told in the 
skin of her face and hands, which was 
like crimped parchment; but the li 
were firm and the eyes deep-set, 
wrinkled lids, were still dark and keen. 
Nor did she forget her duties as hostess, 
and said it might “please the youn 
people“ to go upstairs—there was a ba 
room there, and they might dance if 
they liked. This ball room turned out 
to be a museum of the fashions from 
1820 to 1840, for Mrs. Crugar, like Queen 
Elizabeth, had kept all her fine clothes. 
The walls were hung with dresses of 
silk and satin and velvet, mantles of 
queer, rich damask, pelisses trimmed 
with fur, and braided riding habits. In 
the closets were bonnets of fine Leghorn 
and of tremendous size, cashmere 
turbans embroidered in gold, long veils 
of fine old English lace, and treasures 
of good lace in shawls and capes, Eng- 
lish Honiton, Mechlin or Brussels. 
When one of the — officers put his 
hand on a pincushion it fell to pieces. 
The old lady had seen none of these 
things for more than a quarter of a 
century, but she talked of the war and 
and its inevitable result, but without 


feeling and apparently without sym- 
athies. Well might any woman of 
ashion ask herself if such a life was 


worth living, for what Mrs. Crugar was 
fashion had made her. 

The inauguration of President Har- 
rison was followed in just one month 
by his funeral.
